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General purpose of the meet ing wks fori to 



General purpose of the meet ing wks fori [to 

turn the Chicago Headquarters over to I | and a general 

discussion of finances and a speech that, was to have heen given 
by Commander ROCKWELL at the Evans ton Camp^as of Northwestern 
University, but which had been cancelled. 

The meeting brought out information to the effect that bg 
the telephone bill of forty-some dollars had to be paid by 8 Februarybvc 
1963, or phone service would be discontinued. A light bill was 
also to be paid and there was a discussion of the rent. The * 
impression was given that there was some difficulty with the attorney 
for the landlord of the property. A check in the amount of $125.00 
had been given him, which he had accepted merely as a matter of 
foiTuality, as it appeared that he was trying to evict the A merican ' 
Nazi Party from their quarters at | - ^ Chicago, 

Illinois. 

A large red piggy bank was broken into, this having been 
set up for emergency use only. It was found to contain about 
$6.00 and a collection of those present was made which augmented this 
amo unt by some te n to fifteen dollars. The major contributor to this 
was I I 



whose ears were still heavily bandaged as 

a result of a severe case of frostbite, discussed a cancelled speech 
that was to have been given by Commander ROCKWEUj: at Northwestern 
University, Eyanston Campus, Evanstoa, Illinois and also read from 
one or two newspaper articles concer ning this . According to 
information given by I I the Commander had been given 

permission to make the speech and then when word of this got out 
extreme pressure was brought to bare on university officials by 
certain groups, in particular the Jewish War Veterans, which forced 
the cancellation of the speech by university officials. There was 
a rather strong appearing reaction to this action by certain members 
of the student body of Northwestern Uasiversity and their reaction be 
seemed to be that whi^le they did not agree in any of thje principles ^^c 
or teachings of Commander ROCKWELL, that he did have the right to 
free speech and that in order for them to better understand the 
man and the Am eriGan Nazi Party the speech should have been permitted. 
I l advised that the resultant publicity and newspaper 

attention brought on by what he referred to as ''these liberals", 
was of far greater value to the Party as far as getting the Party 
mentioned in newspapers ^ on news broadcasts and therefore to the 
attention of thousands of people than that which would have been 
gained had the speech been allowed and only a few hundred persons 
known of. it. This is a rather positive-negative approach jvhich 
they seemed to have adopted wherein even aa occurre^nce which might 
be generally regarded as a re verse has its adva ntageous side frcwi 
the standpoint of publicity. | 1 expressed himself on 



this matter in the .following general inanager: **Doh't sell these 
liberals short. They may be a bunch of pantywaists and sissies, 
but they are the ones that will get us what we "want. They are 
the ones that are always for the underdog, even if they don^t like

stated he is also coming out with a phonograph record of himself 
speaking amid dubbed-in insults attributed to Jews. 

He then announced that his speech on the campus 
at Northwestern University had been cancelled By the school ' 
authorities and that the students who had invited him li^ere quite 
disturbed about it; He stated he had learned that the dean 
concerned had received calls from the Jewish .War Veterans who 
put pressure on him to cancel it • He then ^dded that the" FBI ' - 
is the only, force which is keeping the Communists out of power - 
that the FBI stands between the Communists . and the Justice 
Department. 

He also j^nnounced that he plans to, make a trip abroad 
next summer to attend a similar gathering as the convention held 
last August in England, He then told of ANP activities- in othel* 
areas of the United States,, mentioning the names of members 
presently in jail and activities in Los Angeles, Houston, Miami 
and Boston. He mentioned that 'he has been blaste d bv other righ t 
wing outfits in this country andjLS—hfiing sued by I 1 

for saying, that] [is an agent of Moscow. He he

In his book ."This Time the World", copyrighted 
in 1961, George Lincoln Rockwell identified himself as 
Commander, American Nazi Party of the World Union of Free 
Enterprise National Socialists (ANP - WUPENS), Arlington, 
Virginia. ■ * 

The April 4, 1963 issue of "The Richmond News 
Leader", a Richmond, Virginia, daily newspaper, reported 
that George Lincoln Rockwell had, on the previous day, again 
applied for the American Nazi Party to be chartered in the 
State of Virginia, but this request was turned down by the 
Virginia State Corporation Commission. This action was 
taken pursuant to an act of the I962 Virginia Assembly which 
prohibits the use of "Nazi" or "National Socialism in a 
Virginia charter. This article further pointed out that 
Rockwell's party is presently chartered in the State of 
Virginia as the George Lincoln Rockwell Party.- 

On August 19, 1963, a source advised that the ANP - 
V7UPENS was organized by George Lincoln Rockv/ell at his resi- 
dence in Arlington, Virginia on February 25, 1959 as an 
international ^National Socialist" movement based on the 
German Nazi Party headed by Adolf Hitler. He added that 
Roclcwell is the dominant force and personality in this party; 
that he is espousing a "line" of hatred against the Jews 
and Negroesj and that he is seeking, through speeches, 
distribution of literature, and picketing, to establish a 
cohesive and dominant political party in the United States 
and in foreign countries. 

On December 13, I963, this source advised that in 
' about September, 196O, the ANP initiated the Fighting American 
Nationalists (iFAN) as a front group for the ANP although it 
has never been a separate organization. The source said the 
PAN name is merely used on occasion instead of the ANP name 
and there are no separate officials for FAN, the FAN officials 
-being identical with the ANP officials. He stated that George

Lincoln Rockwell has informed him the FAN name was originally 
used as a device to attract supporters to his organization 
v/ho might rebel at the use of the swastika and at being 
labeled as a Nazi. 

He added that the ANP has operated vinder the FAN 
name throughout the coxintry with the exception of a group 
operating under the PAN name in Baltimore, Maryland. He said 
the PAN group in Baltimore is now, and always has been, a 
separate organization and not a part of the ANP.

After exposing these policies as a 
Jewish design to ultimately destroy the white race through 
mis-segregation, thus creating a "mud race** with no Qreativity, 
culture, or greatness as compared t o the x^hite man of ancient 
Greece, Rome, or Egypt. I I referred to the "Washington 
bureaucrats" as "mixmasters." He also referred to the b7c 
Presidential candidates as "twidiedy and twidledum" because who 
ever becomes the next President, the same ox^ other Jews will do 
all of the policy making.

He could re-T?rite the textbooks , 
to teach white racial history, T7hich would, by itsolf 
show the racial inferiority of the blacks « They talk 
about black racial history, black history, but actually 
it»s pretty pathetic, if, if that's all that I could 
talk about what they come up with, I wouldn't even 
mention it, because it's pretty pathetic and we would 
teach white racial history and the spooks who'ro in 
the class they'd be beggin' to be let out of it and 
all the picketings and all their parents would bo 
demonstrating to have their kids not sent into these 
int^rated schools.

divath v?arrant©# Now today we are, I say if^hat we need 
isE noth ittg short of a revolution* No^ today vso are 
living in pre-provolutionai*y times. The revolution 
isnH here yet. It's gonna take a little t?hile yet, 
it's gonna take a fe^ more years, ^e're moving toward 
that period ^here people v?ant to saake this fundamental 
chango, but in travelling around the country, I've 
noticed specially in recent montl^ during th© pasS 
year the mood of the people. It's changing all the 
tisiOo The native are getting restless. Every little 
bit is sotting them a little bit more on edge. Busing 
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x^as a great thing, and if they koep pushing a littlo 
bit more, this country is going to be right, but at 
the same time, people arenH coapletoly rea<?y to do 
^hat has to bo done, to make a fundamental change* 
So that's ^hy I'm saying x?e,'re living in pro-revolutioa* 
ary times. People are still content augh to sit at 
hone ^hen they should be at a meeting. For example, 
tonight. I*m sure that ^e should have at least three 
and four kinc^ of (inaudible) from the invitations ^e 
sent out and yet for one reason or another, there have 
been people ^ho are content to sit at heme using the 
e2ccuse perhaps that it ^as a little bit rainy or thd. r 
favorite television program v?aB on or they had S£Kne 
social engagement or their ^ife wouldn't like it or 
they might Jeopardi:se th^aselves at ^ork or, a hundred 
and one other excuse and that's all they are is 
excuses, but until people are willing to put aside 
their excuses and not only agree v;ith you and 
sympathize \7ith you, but do something about it, even 
cosae to a meeting, until such tisae, you can't make a 
revolution. But as I say, ^©'re moving tOT?ard that 
point little by little and it's gonna take a little 
bit of time. If ve look back, say five yeaos or ten 
years, those of you i^ho can recall back say ten years. 
If you'll think about the mood of tSie cmantry back 
then and the attitude of the white man, it wasn't what 
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it is today* Today the ^hite taan is almost 
sophisticated in racial raattoiTS compared to what 
he V7as back a decade ago and the xaood of the change 9 
people have become racially conscientious like they 
never ^ere before ♦ Not in one section of the country, 
but everyxahero, It^s universal today and within the 
nest five and ten years, there are going to be such 
enormous augh changes that \?e ^on't even recognise 
things anymore, and the people are going to gra^ally 
bese^e more and aore conditioned, but as I say^ they* re 
not ready for the big change right no^ and so this 
issue, this racial issue cannot possibly be resolved 
in nineteen seventy**tx»o during this election year. 
Going to the poles and casting the ballot for one of 
these t^eediy dumb candi<Sates will liot affect the 
fundamental issue. It will pot improve the situation 
of the white man one hi^. So, what can w© do in 
nineteen saventyr-two? Well, first of all I*ve mention- 
ed we have no choice* We have no real white man's 
choice. Even the so-called best of them, GSORGE 
WALLACE, won*t even ccsie out and say yes I*m a white 
man, 2*m proud to be a white man, I don't care if I 
get a single Nigger vote or anything like that, but 2 
dp want the votes of the white peeple. You donH hear 
'ea saying something like that* So there is no real 
choice* The whole thing is a farce* It's a swindle* 
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It»s a red deal, so why bother \!jith it. Why play 
their silly llttl© gam©, because however it turns 
out, whether NIXON wins, whether HUMPHRE? wins, 
whether MC GOVERN wins whether GEORGE I7ALLACE wins, 
none of the really fundamental issues will be changed 
and if we really want to send the systoa a message, I 
would say the best way you can send a message is to 
us© WALIiACS's favorite express is to register to vote 
and then hot vote. Become a statistic. Every year, 
every election, there is a growing number of disgusted 
white voters on the roles who simply don»t bother to 
go and they become a statistic of the growing dis- 
affection of people with the whole rotten system. This 
is the most meaningful way you can vote. I would say 
that until there are national soci?ilist candidate 
running for office or at least reasonable white man^s 
candidates, there is, it is absolutely pointless to 
bother to go to the poles. If a man wqn*t get up in 
public and say he*s a white man and proud to be white, 
there*s no point in voting for him if he doesn*t have 
the courage to do that because if he d06sn»t have the 
guts to make that simple profession once he gets in the 
in office there and you* re looking to him to look out 
for white racial interests, you're goana bo sorely 
d^appointed. If he won't do it when h©»s running for 
office, you can bet your boots that he*s not gonna do 
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it once h©*s in office, ^hen he*s subjected to all 
the pressures of the systCTi# The future of our race 
siQply \9ill not and cannot be resolved in ninteen 
seventy-tv70« No^ that doesn't mean that \7e should 
fold up our tents and go av?ay and vmit for the 
revolution so^e bright shiny morning or anything of 
the sort* We've got a lot of w>rk to do in the moan- 
titae and v;hat vo have to do is build up a revolutionary 
movement to lay* the ground \9ork for it» To build a 
skeleton 9 the framework for this revolutionary novement 
and only a revolutionary movement » not a reactionary 
one 9 is gonna save this country and our rights » At 
this point in history, it's too late to try and save 
the thing, to save a park or something augh, like the 
conservatives do and like the right ^ing do^* The 
only way out is a revolution and, ^hat \?e have to do is 
hold out a revolutionary alternative for people. We 
have to stand up in the face of every advearsity for 
our principle and for our principles to show 'un, to 
show people that we are really honest, that we are 
. sincere, that we are not hypocrites like the other 
politicians and that we are going to do what we say 
we're going to do once we got into office and this is 
a slow and painful process, but this is the only way 
you make a real revol^t^ion* If you want augh play the 
wore out political game of expediency, coBpromise, and 
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opportunism^ thon you can go the usual political 
rout©, wheeling and dealing, like the DAL? machine and 
like the system in the country generally, but if you 
pant to make a revolutionary movement, you're got to 
hold up that standard so that people can repair to 
It vrhen they're looking for the strong medicine. One 
thing that I can assure jfou, people's attitude, 
people's attitudes are going to change, as I mentioned, 
they've already changed during the past ten years and 
thor're gonna change profoundly during th© nest five 
and ten years, believe me, and people are not going to 
be satisfied with the same old nonsense, the same old 
augh watered-down formulas of a GECSGE WALLACE or some- 
thing of that sort. They're gonna want the x^ole truth 
and nothfing but the truth and they're gonna be looking 
for B<me answers and what we have to do is to build a 
Jsovement which in turn replaces the present WALLACE 
movement, because let's face it, most of the white 
people who look toward WALLACE now are good people 
and they're people that we are going to have to win 
over in the years to come. They're our people and when 
they realize that they're been sold out and even the 
so-called best of the- best of the bunch have sold th©a 
out, and they want to ship those Niggers back, they're 
gonna know where it's at and we are going to build up 
a movement that can replace the WAIiACE movement.

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can do it becauso WALLAfeB is gonna fold up ono of those 
days ishothor it*s this year or next year or four years 
froa no^, whenever it is, he's gonna fold up because 
conditions and cventis will out run Mr, WALLACE.

So this is ^hat \?e*ve got to rsork tot?ard aad the only 
alternative can bo provided by national socialise. 
National socialise! iB basically the idea of the ^hite 
man. It»s the white iaan»s phil(^ophy« Our t?hol© idea, 
to sua it up, is based on ra«B®, on ^hite racial 
interest, on iracial idealism, on looking cut for our 
racial brothei*s and sisters and being concerned about 
their ^elfeure. It is vh&t national sooislioa is iali 
, about* It's as. sijaple as that. It's the t?hite saan's 
philosophy in the saiae sense that the Sionism is the 
philosophy of the Jew. It's the (^sosKse of th© Jewish 
will to pot7©r and in this same seisse, national 
socialism is the essense of the ^hite man's ^iil to 
poper. So in this year,' nineteen seventyot^o, th© 
one big over-riding issue is that of j^ce, and racial 
survival, racial existence* None, of the candidates 
can or are billing to <k>i anything about it, so there's 
no point in coi^idering any of them. Instead, ^©'v© 
got to look toward the future to building up this 
mov^aent, \9hich can save the country in tiae to coae 
when people tJill be loeking for the leadership that
